It doesn't pay to burn wheat and oat 
■trnw, says W. A. Cocbel. professor of 
animal husbandry In the Kansas State 
Agricultural college. Sufficient feed 
was wasted and destroyed in the state 
during the winter and spring of 11)13 
to have fed all the cattle which were 
sacrificed on a glutted market. 

Instead of wasting feed at the Hays 
experiment station as much of it as 
possible was utilized for maintenance 
of breeding herds. The result was that 
while every farmer uear the station 
was forced to overgraze his wheat land 
and finally to sell his herds, the station 
maintained Its normal number of live 
stock and actually increased the size 
of the herds and flocks, which were 
Used to consume feed that ordinarily 
would have been wasted. 

It costs $4.44 a head to keep cattle a 
hundred days In the middle of winter, 
using silage valued at $2.tUI a ton. 
ut raw SO cents a ton and cottonseed 
rake at $30 a ton. Tbe ration Includes 
twenty pounds of silage dully, one 
pound of cottonseed cake daily and all 
the wheat straw they can eat. This ra- 
tion has been tested for three winters 
at Hays. 

it will coat on an average of $20. 
says Professor Cochel. to produce a 
beef culf In tbe short grass section of 
western Kansas. Figuring pasturage at 
$7.50 und winter feeding at $0.00, It 
costs $14.10 to keep a breeding cow a 
year. A beef calf will cost less than $20 
These calves for the last three years 
have been worth an average of $33, a 
profit of $1S a head.

Paris special: According to the let- 
est reports the Germans appear to 
have concentrated their activity In the 
region of Ypree without results.

They have 
taken the offensive In the region norm 
of Messlnes and have gained around ! 
Soissotis and in the region of Vailly to 
the north of Chavonne. and Souplr. 
They repulsed German attacks be- 
tween Ijt Rassee and Arras and at 
Craonelle. 

The government reports of the fight- 
ing Indicate that the allies are driving 
the Germans from the fortified crests 
along the Aisne. the bulwark of the 
invaders' extended line In northern 
France.
